It was not long before the 
Flood, soon after Seth was burn, 
and possibly owing somewhat to 
his influence. He was one of the 
generation of Abel rather than of 
Cain, and just as Abe! put up an 
altar of sacrifice, 
so Scih may have 
set up the altar 
of prayer, gather- 
ing the little band 
of godly relatives 
far the express 
purpose of ming- 
ling their voices 
in a united cry to 
the Lord. 

All subsequent 
prayer gatherings 
have an interest 
for us. hut none 
perhaps g r c a t er 
than til is first 
united approach 
to God. The pro- 
phets in exile call- 
ed their people 
together to pray 
for their deliver- 
a n c e. Jesus un 
earth taught His 
disciples to pray. 
In the U p p e r 
Room at Jeru- 
salem the apostles 
prayed lor the de- 
scent of the Holy 
Ghost. The early 
Christians found 
a "place where 
prayer was wont 
to be made," hut 
the needy children 
of men had. by 
this time. fully 
found out the 
value of prayer. ' 

One tiling is evident: The peo- 
ple who have been really successful 
in the work of .Salvation, and those 
who have lightld up the darkness 
of this world, have been men of 
prayer — Moses, Samuel. David. 
Hezckiah, Daniel and others men- 
tioned in the Old Testament. Then, 
in the New, there is Jesus, who 
spent all-nights in prayer, and the

This was often an embarrassing reputation 
to possess. Mrs. Smith earned great gratitude for her successful treatment 
of numberless patients, and many of them were led to Christ as a direct re- 
sult or her ministry in this direction. The wives of others of the pioneers, 
and the Officers who have Come later on the Field, have done noble work in 
relieving bodily suffering.

THE seismograph is a delicate in- 
strument, super-sensitive, which 
automatically records the phe- 
nomena of the earth's internal dis- 
turbances. Government observatories 
arc usually outfitted with these in- 
struments, which prove of particular 
value in detecting earthquakes.

"ROCK OF AGES" 

AN ILLITERATE man may bo in- 
strumental in loading a scholar 
from doubt to faith. This was 
exemplified in Hie experience o£ Au- 
gustus Montague T0]ila<ly, th« author 
of this famous hymn, "Rock of Ages." 
His father, Major Toplady, was killed 
at the seige of Curtliaitcnn. when his 
son was only a few months old. The 
boy was trained al Westminster 
School, and later al Trinity Colleprc, 
Dublin, but lie was far from being in 
a settled state of mind regarding re- 
ligion. His conversion took place in 
Ireland, and under very remarkable 
clrcnmstances. He wrote: -Strange 
tbat I, who had lor so long ssat under 
the means of grace in England, should 
be brought right unto God in au ob- 
scure part of Ireland, midst a hand- 
ful of people met together in a barn, 
and hy the miuissiry of one who could 
hardly spell his own name. Surely, 
it was the Lord's doing, and is mar- 
vellous in our eyes." 

Tonlady was ordained in 1762, and 
some years later became .Minister oe 
the French Calvinist Church in 
Leicester Fields, London.

Whatever the 
followers of" Wesley might think 
about Toplady's theology, they had 
no hesitation whatever in acknowl- 
edging the remarkable spiritual 
beauty of his famous hymn. 

Toplady's mind was vigorous, but 
his body was weak, and consumption 
seized upon him. He fought it for 
two years be- 
fore it conquer- 
ed him, and it 
was during this 
period that h« 
■wrote his im- 
jncrtal hymn. It 
first appeared 
in 1776 in the 
Gospel Maga- 
zine, which lie 
edited. It oc- 
curred in the 
midst of an ar- 
ticle in which 
he tried to fig- 
ure out the 
nnmber of a 
man's sins, and 
then broke out 
Sta this h'ymn, 
which shows the. 
only remedy for 
sin. Toplady's 
own title f o r 
the hymn was; 
"A living and 
dying prayer for 
the holiest be- 
liever in the 
world."

To make Pittsburg potatoes add one chopped, raw green pepper to 
two medium sized potatoes and cook like hashed brown. For Lyonnaisc 
potatoes, slice thin, add sliced onion and chopped parsley and fry just as 
you would hashed brown. 

Tu make saute potatoes dice them. If you like O'Brien potatoes add 
to the diced potatoes chopped raw bacon, pimentcics and onion. Prepare 
the frying pan as you do for hashed brown potatoes and fry, stirring with 
a fork occasionally until brown enough to suit you. 

To make .Tnekson potatoes use equal pnrts of sweet and white pota- 
toes diced and fry as you would saute or O'Brien. For German, American, 
cottage or home fried (all different names for the same thinjr) ctlt thick 
round slices and fry in hot Crisco on both sides. For caramel sweets, 
cut cold hoilcd sweets in half lengthwise, and sprinkle generously with 
sugar while frying. 

So many other vegetables arc delicious when pan fried. Tf you like 
fried cfftrplant you will like fried cucumbers. To prepare them for the fry- 
box. \yiien ready to fry drain and roll in flour. Crisco in cold frying pan 
to partly.scover the vegetables when it is melted. Then fry on one side un- 
til soft, tasting with a toothpick. Turn and brown on the other side. Drain 
on soft paper and serve.
